New indictments which were re- 
turned Wednesday afternoon by the 
federal grand jury against A. E. Sar- 
tain and L. F. Fletcher, former 
warden and deputy warden, respec- 
tively, of the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary, and indictment charges to 
the effect that Rev. Father Thomas 
I. Hayden, former prison chaplain, 
had been paid a sum of money al- 
leged to have been part of a $10,500 
bribe, were outstanding features of 
the’ special session. Father Hayden, 
hov.ever, was not indicted. é 

Officials conducing the probe de- 
clined to commenr on the possibility 
that the grand jury would return an 
indictment ugainst Father Hayden. 

Belief that further developments 
will follow the sweeping investiga- 
tion which has been under way at the 
prison for several weeks is indicated 
by the fact that the grand jury will 
meet again in special session today 
and that all witnesses heard Wednes- 
day will. again be summoned to 
appear. 

Two new indictments were re- 
turned against the former prison offi- 
cials, the first a joint indictment 
charging both men and another party 
whose name has not been made pub- 
lic, with conspiracy to aecept and 
receive a bribe in violation of sections 
117 and 37 of the penal code of the 
United States. The secon: is a sep- 
arate charge against Sartain, 
charging bribery. It was pointed out 
that the bribery charge against 
Sartain was the same as that re- 
turned in an indictment in December,

and Donovan made a full report 
about the first of December. 

“It indicated that Campbell’s pro 
motion scheme involved fraudulently 
obtaining credentials for public lands 
from the officers of the interior de- 
partment,” he said. “It involved oth- 
ers beside Senator Wheeler.” 

Whole Aspect Changed. 

“These subsequent _itvestigtions 
changed entirely the aspect of the 
crime which seemed to have been cuin- 
mitted in Montana. Instead of a mere 
fraudulent schame to use the mails in 
the selling of oil stock, it appeared 
that there was a scheme to defraud 
the United States of its public lands 
and of the oil and minerals underlyiug 
those lands. 

“While from the facts presented to 
me it appeared that a number of - 
ple were unquestionably implicated in 
this transaction, it became apparent 
that testimony could uot [te taken 
with respect to it without indicating 
that Senator Wheeler was involved 
in it. JI therefore came tc the con- 
clusion that in fairness te him and 
with a view to the due and orderly 
administration of justice, an oppor- 
tunity should be given t» him to ex- 
plain his connection with the trana- 
action.” 

e® Denies Making Statement. 


Stone denied that he ever had told 
Wheeler or Senator Brookhart, of 
Iowa, that if he had been attorney 
general, the indictment against 
Wheeler would not have been brought. 
He said he had discussed the case 
with them. 

Both Walsh, and Reed, of Mia- 
souri, pressed Stone about bringing 
the case here.

In order to provide immediate funds 
for the use of the state highway de- 
partment in the work of rebuilding 
and repairing bridges and. highways 
that have been damaged by recent 
fioode in south Georgia, the automo- 
bile department of the secretarg of 
state’s office on Wednesday paid 
$300,000 of 1925 automobile license 
tag money into the state treasury. 
All collections from the sale of auto 
tage are used, under the law. for the 
work of the highway department in 
road maintenance. 

_ ‘Sales of automobile tags are con- 
siderably higher this year than on (he 
Same date in 1924, but Secretary of 
State S. Guyt McLendon pointed out 
that a large proportion of this in- 
crease probably is due to the greater 
number of automobiles operated in 
the state than last year. 

Last year 183,000 tags were sold. 
Eliminating duplications this means 
that there were at least 180.000 auto- 
mobiles in the state twelve months 
ago. It is estimated that the increase 
for the twelve-month period will 
bring this up to 200,000 at the pres.

On account of the need of the high- 
way department for emergency funds 
for the repair of flood-damaged roads 
in south Georgia, automobile owners 
are nrged to purchase tags as soon as 
possible. They also will avoid, by 
prompt action, the inconveniences of 
the last-minute rusb.

While the amendment is opposed by 
Senator Moses of New Hampshire. 
sponsor of the compromise postal sal- 
aries bill, as well as some other ad- 
vocates of the measure, it appears 
that it will pass the senate when the 
vote is taken. 


The amendment is opposed mainly } 


on @he ground that it will decrease 
revenues, and thus prevent the meas- 
ure from meeting the advances in 
postal salaries which are provided. 

Senator George contends, on the 
other hand, that the cut in these 
rates will increase revenues above 
their present level/ by bringing ad- 
ditional business. 

Restores 1920 Rates. 


Adoption of Senator George's 
amendment would put rates on news- 
paper; back on the basis of 1920. 
That would make them one-half of 
one cent lower than now, and about 
50 per cent lower than those pro- 
posed in the bill now before the 
senate, 

In presenting his amendment to the 
senate, the (jgorgia senator contended 
that present high rates on newspapers 
had driven them out of the mails. 
‘He declared that it was “the un- 
disputed testimony. before the com- 
mittee that of all the big metropoli- 
tan evening dailies, only about or 
2 1-2 per cent of their entire circu- 
lation finds itself in the mails, and@ 
of the morning newspapers only be- 
tween 8 and 10 per cent of their 
circulation finds itself in the mails,” 
and therefore, he said, “it must be 
accepted as true that the rates im- 
posed and now in effect. have driven 
second-class mail out of the mails.” 

Fall Heavy on Papers.. 

Senator George declared that the 
increased rates would fall very heavily 
upon all newspapers, particularly up- 
on small papers, many of them in 
the south. Of the thousands of news- 
papers in the country, he said that 
only 10 or 12 can stand an increase 
in rates. 

The senator expressed his belief 
“that a return to the rates of 1920 
on second-class mail matter will re- 
sult in a natural increase of revenue 
from that class of mails, and that is 
borne out by the fact that 600,000,000 
pieces of second-class mail have gone 
out of the mails since additional in- 
creases were imposed.” 

Helps Small Papers. 

‘There is a class of papers in the 
United States,” he said, “the small 
daily and weekly press of America, 
which carries the government back to 
the man on whom the government ul- 
timately depends—that is, the man in 
the back country. They cannot sub- 
sist if you increase the rates. If we 
go back to a sane rate basis, such 
as was in effect in 1920, when on 
the volume handled bv the post of- 
fice we derived revenue in comparison 
with the volume, we will invite into 
the mail that large volume of second- 
class matter which is now traveling 
in whole cr part outside of the mails. 
and the result will be a net increase 
in our. postal revenues.”

Rev. A. C. Hendley offi- 
ciated. 


Flags At Half-Mast. 


All business at the city hall ceased 
in the afternoon out of respect tu 
the late alderman. Flags on all city 
buildings were lowered to half-mast. 

Mr. “Dolvin is survived by his 
widow; a daughter, Mrs. Guy Tor- 
rance; two brothers, Oliver Dolvin, 
of Atlanta, and Paul Dolvin, of St. 
Louis, and a sister, Mrs. E. A. Willis. 
of Stone Mountain. 

Morris remained at the door of 
his cell almost continuously since he 
voluntarily surrendered himself Tues- 
day morning, and the turnkey at the 
stationbouse stated that he had made 
only one wretense of eating. 

With reference to statement of wit- 
nesses that he was driving 35 miles 
an hour at the time of the accident, 
Morris said: 

“I can’t believe I was going that 
fast. Friends who have driven with 
me say I was never reckless, and 35 
miles an hour is a terrific speed.” 

Morris came to ‘police station 
Tuesday morning with Councilman 
W. Garland Cooper, whbdse son, Gar- 
land, Jr., in company with C. B. 
Thurman, was with Morris at the 
time of the accident. 

Clarence Cooper brought his 
brother and Thurman to police ‘sta- 
tion shortly afterwards. They were 
charged with disorderly conduct and 
released under $500 bonds. 


Morris Explains Tragedy. 


The accident occurred when: Mr. 
Dolvin, stepping from his car on the 
left side as he stopped in front of 
his home at 173 Dill avenue, was 
struck wn by the machine driven 
by Morris, according to Morris’ state- 
ment. ; 

Morris’ car did not stop. 

Mr. Dolvin died at Grady hospital 
shortly afterwards, where. he was 
taken by a passing motorist. 

After surrendering himself Tuesday 

morning, Morris explained his action 
br saying: 
“The shock of the whole thing just 
robbed me of all power of reasoning. 
It was the hatural instinct to flee 
from danger and punishment. 

“With the return of reason I did 
the only possible thing open to an 
honorable citizen. I surrendered we- 
self and made a complete confession.” 

Preliminary trial in recorder's 
court is fixed for February 3 at 2:30 
o'clock.

SIFTING TO BEGIN. 

Preident Coolidge made a notable 
address before government em- 
ployees Monday evening, and told 
them some plain facts regarding 
thrift and economy that ought to 
take root all over the country. 

He told some of the bureau 
chiefs, who usually spend a great 
deal of their time seeking increased 
appropriations, some things that 
perhaps they did not especially 
relish. He stood rigidly behind the 
budget, not alone upholding the 
system but indicating his determina- 
tion that its integrity shall be main- 
tained by a strict adherence to the 
allocations made therein. 

Throughout his address, said the 
press reports, the president made 
it clear to the government em- 
ployees that he intended to run the 
government, not as a charitable in- 
Stitution for the support of indigent 
political hangers-on, but as a busi- 
ness organization, run at the lowest 
cost for the maximum service of the 
410,000,000 stockholders. 

Perhaps the most _ significant 
feature of the address, indicating a 
forthcoming general shake-up and 
sifting in government departments, 
was his rap at “loafers” in govern- 
ment bureaus. 

The average government em- 
ployee’s salary is $1,749, an in- 
crease of 54 per cent since 1913, 
the president said. While no cut is 
contemplated, the pay roll must be 
reduced by lopping off superfluous 
employees, he insisted.

1 might raise an impertinent ques- 
tion here, namely, why carry on a rite 
if there is no definite indication thut 
it contributes anything to the preser- 
vation of the teeth? But I fully com- 
prehend that such a question is imper- 
tinent, just as is another one I am 
often impelled to ask, namely, why 
urge people to get plenty of fresh 
air if you suspect that exposure is 
dangerous? But even if I might ask 
such questions, understand, please, I 
am not going to ask them, because 
every time I do ite just cuts down 
my audience—every time there are 
some who get up and walk out on me. 
And that defeats my purpose, whicn 
is to teach as many people as pos- 
sible that not all the things they 
know about health or hygiene are 


so. 

It is the diet, then, that is of prime 
importance, according to Dr. Brown, 
and he particularizes to some cxtent. 
He says the diet from early infancy 
should be of rougher, coarser charac- 
ter than we ordinarily think is suit- 
able for infants. And he recommends 
coarser meal fur bread, zwiebach, raw 
fruit, raw vegetables, especially be- 
cause these are all effective clean- 
ing agents for the teeth. Incidentaily, 
these fruits and vegetables contain 
the unidentified substance known as 
vitamin, which is indispensable for 
the normal development of the teeth, 
gums and jaws. 

In regions where the water is quite 
soft it is advisable, in Dr. Brown's 
opinion, that children and adults #on- 
sume a relatively greater proportion 
of calcium, containing foods, and he 
enumerates ag the best foods of this 
kind, that is, the foods richest in 


Raw cabbage, as I have yren- 
tured to say here, is a health food 
par excellence. Just how early in 
life a child may begin- to eat raw 
cabbage is a question which I shail 
not try to answer dogmatically, but I 
think it is urdinarily not necessary to 
send for a doctor if a 2-year-old tries 
his teeth on a wee bit of raw cab- 
bage, unless some irresponsible per- 
son has put vinegdr or other con:i- 
ment on the cabbage. 

Dr. Brown mentions certain facts 
which have been pretty well estab- 
lished by nutrition students and pra-- 
ticing plysicinns in this country.

body tissues to make full use of the 
lime (caleium) in the food.

‘More Industries, 


Pleads H.M.A 


E. C. Westbrook Predicts 
~ This Year’s Georgia To- 
bacco Crop Will Be 
Worth $15,000,000. 


Athens, Ga., January 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia’s greatest need is 
“more industries and less polities,” 
according to H. M. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the bodrd of directors of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
of Atlanta, in an address delivered 
here tonight before the furmers con- 
ference here. Mr. Atkinson’s sub- 
ject ,was, “Relation of Electric Power 
to Farm Progress.” 

While remarkable strides have 
been made agriculturally, largely due 
to the work of the state colleges, Mr. 
Atkinson pointed out, -the location 
of additional industries in the state 
would benefit the farmers as well as 
other classes of population as mueh 


ment which eould be brought about. 

“In converting the caw materials 
into finished products here within the 
state,” Mr. Atkinson said, “there is 
added to the wealth of the commu- 
nity the difference between the cost 
of production and fhe vulue of the 
finished products and the finished 
output. Georgia sells ite clays to 
Ohio at a low rate, and buys back 
the crockery, the tile and aluminum 
ware made from these same clays at 
fancy prices. Georgia sells its lum- 
ber to Grand Rapids and High Point 
by the trainload, and buys the same 
lumber back in furniture at so muth 
per piece.” 

Any development and increase of 
industry must depend upen at least 
five requirements, Mr. Atkinson de- 
clared, \including availablity of raw 
materials, supply of skifled and un- 
skilled labor, transportation facili- 
ties, power supply and a favorable 
attitude of the public mind toward 
the estublishment and operation of in- 
dustries. The power companies of 
Georgia, he said, are spending vast 
sums each year in waterpower devel- 
opment and for the extension of 
transmission lines to make available 
a cheap and adequate supply o 
power. 

Agitation Hurt. 

“All the physical conditions arte 
ripe for a rapid and extensive de- 
velopment of the state along indus- 
trial lines. Waterpower development 
in the past few years was retarded 
by the nage pee recurring agitations 
for state a government ownership 
of water powers. These agitations, 
which are steadily on the decrease, 
were instigated and bolstered up by 
politicians for the purpose of keep- 
ing themselves in the timelight; poli- 
ticians whose oject is to tear down 
rather than build up. TLeir hobby 
is agitating and passing laws. 

“We have become a nation of law- 
makers and lawbreakers. 

“What we need is fewer laws on 
the statute books, more respect for 
law and more regard for justice in 
the minds and consciences of men. 

“In .aying that Georgia needs less 
politics I do not mean that her citi- 
zens should take less interest in gov- 
ernment. On the other band, we 
should take a more active interest 
than ever before. In the senatorial 
election in Georgia in November, ! 
1922, only 5.5 per cent of the po- 
tential vote of the state voted. Jn 
the presidential election in 10924 only 
20.4 of the potential white vote of 
the state voted.” 

68 Cities Served. 

Mr, Atkinson then told briefly the 
story of the company's hydro-electric 
developments in Rabun and Haber- 
sham counties in north Georgia, 
stressing the facts that the invest- 
ment of huge sums in the dams and 
power houses in those counties had 
brought a large influx of residents, 
both in the towns and in the country. 
He stated that the water which for- 
merly went to waste over the falls

Following adoption of the program 
it was predicted that 1925 will bring 
many improvements in agriculture in 
Georgia as a résult of the projection 
of a program behind which all 
agencies can gather. 

In discussing the tobacco crop E. 
C. Westbrook, Georgia tobacco ex- 
pert, said that “indications at present 
are that 100,000 acres of bright to- 
bacco will be planted in Georgia this 
year. With a normal yield this will 
mean 75,000,000 pounds of tobacco. 
At 20 cents a pound tvcis would 
amount to $15,000,000. This would be 
‘'gecond only to cotton. It would be 
$6,000,000 or more than the sales from 
any other crop except cotton in 1924. 
It would be equal to the sales of dairy 
products for last year, three times the 
value of hog sales and $5,000,000 more 
than the sales from: poultry and poul- 
try products.” 

Immense Tobacco Crop. 

Discussing cotton production and 
marketing, » Benen A. Holloman, asso- 
ciate editor of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, declared: “Less acres of cotton 
and more cotton to the acre is the 
only hope of meeting demand wich 
cotton at a price which will give 
southern growers a fair profit.” He 
continued that the boll weevil is not 
the only problem confronting south- 
‘ern farmers. “We must not only de- 
crease our acreage but increase our 
producing efficiency on less acres,” he 
said, 

Other speakers today were E. G. 
West, of North Carolina; Dr. L, G. 
Hardman of Commerce; Morton 83S. 
Hodgson, Athens; W. R. C. Smith, 
Atlanta; H. H. Starr, director Geor- 
gia coastal experiment station;

The synchronized light system, con- 
sidered by many as the most modern 
method of handling heavy traffic, may 
soon be installed in Atlanta. Cap 
tain M. V. Barnett, head of the city 
traffic department, stated Wednesday 


night that this system was being se- 
riously cansidered and expressed the 
opinion that it is the most perfect 
arrangement for.tcaffic that has been 
brought to his attention, and pointed 
to the fact that it has been success- 
fully employed in many of the coun- 
try’s biggest cities. 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger of 
Tuesday points out that the synchro- 
nized system adopted there on seyv- 
eral of its streets was highly satis- 
factory. Traffic officials were quoted 
as saying the system had cut down 
congestion more than 50 per cent and 
that Philadelphia is planning to install 
ps system on all its main thorough- 
ares, 

Lenses of the synchronized lights 
are red, green and amber, the latter 
being used for the “change” period. 
They have been approved by the fore- 
most lighting experts of the country 
and are clearly visible in the heaviest 
weather. 

In Philadelphia lights are erected 
on poles at street intersections and 
overhang the driving side of the 
street. The red signal stops traffic, 
after which there is a five-second in- 
terval of amber, and the forward 
movement is made under the green 
signal. 

Captain Barnett praised the sys- 
tem highly and said that if it was 
adopted in Atlanta the old lights 
would be dismantled and erected in 
less congested districts. The matter 
probably will be taken up by the police 
committee in the near future, he 
stated. .

New York, January 28.—Three ta- 
mous stallions, Fair Play, Hourless 
and Messenger, and 65 wares, com- 
prising the nursery stud of the iate 
August Belmont, situated aear Lex- 
ington, Ky. were purchased today 
from the executors of the Delmont ee- 
tate by Joseph B. Widener, Puilagel- 
phia sportsman. 

After announcing his purcbase, 
which was reported to involve sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, Mr. 
Widener announced that the entire 
stock of thoroughbreds at the nur- 
sery stud would be sold at public 
auction on May 15, the day prior to 
the running of the Kentucky derby. 

This sale completed the disposal of 
the entire blood stock holdings of the 
late chairman of the Jockey club at 
a total price estimated in excess of 
half-million dollars. 

Mr. Widener recently bought the 
entire crop of yearlings at the 
nursery stud. Of the racing stock 
Mrs. Payne Whitney bought Ordi- 
nance, while W. Averill Harriman 
brought a string which included Lad- 
kin, one of the conquerors of Epinard 
last season. 

Prominent Horses. 

Fair Play and Hourless are two 
of the best-known stallions in the 
United States. Both were famous 
racers before they were retired to the 
stud, Hourless having victories to his 
credit in such important events as 
the Belmont and Withers stakes, and 
the Grand Union hotel eatakes at 
Saratoga in 1916 and 1917. Man-o’- 
War and Ladkin were two of the 
most notable racers sired by Fair 
Play. 

Fifteen of the mares in the lot are 
by Rock Sand, famous Finglish derby 
winner, one of which, Pasta, alone, 
cost Major Belmont $26,000 when 
purchased in England. 

An offer of S40 000 was refused 9 
few Jays ago for two of the Rock 
Sand mares, while Lading, dam of 
Ladkin, is valued at about $25,000, 
figures which give an indication of 
the value of the breeding stock. In 
discussing his purchase of the stud, 
Mr. Widener said: :

Losses atising f “fires, storm, 
shipwreck, or other casualty or from 
theft” are deductible whether or not 
connected with the taxpayer's trade or 
business. The term “other casualty” 
within the meaning of the revenue act 
of 1924, is one arising through the 
action of a physica] force of nature, 
for example, a flood or frost. 


If a taxpayer's home or automobile 
is destroyed by fire, or if his summer 
bungalow is damaged by a storm he 
may claim a deduction for the loss 
sustained. Allowance, of course, must 
be made for any insurance ot other 
compensation received. In event of 
a collision between a truck and an 
automobile used for pleasure or cou- 
venience, the owner of the truck may 
claim a deduction for damages, pro- 
vided at the time the truck was being 
used for business purposes. No de- 


duction is allowed the. owner of the: 


automobile because the car was not 
being used for business purposes, 


‘neither is it a “casualty” as defined 
above. 

Loss of property by theft or bur- 
glary is an allowable deduction, and 
need not be incurred in trade or busi- 
nesé. 


As a general rule deductions for 
losses are allowed for the year in 
which sustained. A taxpayer may 
ascertain the amount of a loss sus- 
tained during a prior taxable year 
which he had not deducted from gross 
income for that year. He may render 
an amended return for such preceding 
year, including such amount of loss 
in the deductions from gross income, 
and may file with the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue a claim for refund of 
the excess tax paid by reason of fail- 
ure to deduct the loss in his original 
return, 
ziement occurring in one year and dis- 
covered in another is ordinarily de- 
ductible for the year in which sus 
tained. 

Losses in illegal transactions are 


not deductible.

Summary of 


and Weather 
Cotton Belt 


Washington, January 28.—Weather | 


and crop conditions in southern states 
for the week ending yesterday were 
summarized by the department of 
agriculture today as follows: 


The dry and moderately warm 
weather, following heavy rainfall dur- 
ing the preceding two weeks, gave 
much better conditions for agricul- 
tural interests, though the soil had 
become so saturated that it continued 
too wet in many places to permit 
much plowing or other preparations 
for spring planting. Considerable 
plowing was accomplished, however, i! 
the southern portions of Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. and good 
advance was reported from Texas, 
though this work is still backward ip 
the last named states. 

Heavy rainfall did some damage in 
southeastern Florida, but at the same 
time the increased moisture was bene- 
ficial generally. In Georgia, where 
severe floods were reported last week, 
the dry weather brought considerable 
improvement, but lowlands in the 
southern portion of the state con- 
tinued flooded; many acres of truck 
crops have been ruined in coast dis- 
tricts, and there has been heavy los» 
of livestock by drowning. 

The week was favorable for win- 
ter cereals in the southern states, 


‘though the out crop is in unsatisfac- 


tory condition in many sections. 

Mild temperatures and moist soil 
stimulated the growth of citrus tree» 
in Florida, and shipments were active, 
but some dropping was reported, 
strawberries show improvement. 

Under the influence of mild weath- 
er and moist soil, winter truck crops 
efew well, as a rule, in gulf coast 
districts, though the warmth was 
rather unfavorable for celery and let- 
tuce in Florida, and it was rather too 
wet for spinach in Sonth Carelina. 
Potaioes have been mostly planted in 
Florida and most of the early crop 
is up, though germination has_ been 
rather unsatisfactory locally. There 
was much damage to truck crops in 
southern Georgia by the floods of last 
week, 

Conditions By States. 

Maryland—Mild, except cold spell 
rd and 24th; cold also on 27th, 
with rain, sleet and snow. Winter 
grains continue brown and exposed 
in central and southern portions of 
eastern shore and continue covered 
with one to 5 inches of ice layer on

Prisoner Killed P\Bi|C SERVICE BODY 


Who Hurled Acid 
In Ofticer’s Face 


San Francisco, January 28.—M 
Eggers, a resident of 
B. C., was shot and killed by Depu- 
ty United States Marshal John Don- 
nolley, in the federal building here to- 
day, after he had thrown acid in Don- 
nolley’s face while being escorted 
from a court room where he had been 
arraigned with his brother, “Happy” 
Eggers, on extradition proceedings in 
connection with a liquor charge. 

“Happy” Eggers escaped. 

The shooting took place outside of 
the cotrt room of United States Com- 


‘missioner Thomas Hayden, which the 
'Eggers brothers had left but a mo 


ment before in custody of Doennolley. 


They were being taken back to the 
marshal’s office when Milo Eggers 
turned on the deputy and doused his 
face with acid. Both brothers then 
started to run. 

The Eggers brothers were accom- 
panied by their wives, who started to 
scream hysterically, Jonnoliey, al: 
though blinded by the acid, pulled his 
pistol and fired in the direction of the 
fugitives. Milo Eggers fell with a 
bullet in his back. 

“Happy” Eggers raced down the 
stairs and jumped into an automo- 
bile driven by a woman, the motor of 
which had been kept going. The car 
raced down Mission street, on which 
the federal building is located, and 
was soon lost in the traffic. 

The poison was shot from an am- 
monia gun straight into the face of 
the wg A second man was said 
to have n im the car in which 
“Happy” Eggers escaped. “Happy” 
Eggers correct name was given as 
Ariel Eggers. 

Donnolley fired two shots. One 
lodged in -Milo Eggers’ hack and came 
out under the heart. He died within’ 
a few minutes. 

The Eggers brothers were suspected 
hi-jackers and were arrested recently 
on a charge of violating the Volstead 
act.

MANICURE HELPS. 

Most of my readers, I think, have 
my cold cream formula, which can be 
made up two ways, one with mineral 
‘oil as a cleansing cream, and the 
other with almoud or olive oil as a 


flesh builder, or what stores generally 
term a massage cream. I've been ad- 
vising making this up as a cleanser, 
and making more than is needed be- 
cause the extra amount can be used 
in several ways other than on the 
face. 

For instance, a small pot of it 
should be somewhere about the dress- 
ing table. The last thing at night, 
a little of the cream should be rubbed 
into each finger nail (preferably 
right after the hands are washed 
with soap and water) and then the 
skin pushed back with the end of an 
orange wood stick. This keeps the 
cuticle soft all the time, prevents 
hangnails, and makes a thorough man- 
icure necessary only once a week or 
less, instead of every few days as 
happens if the nails are neglected. 

Every woman likes pink naiis. It’s 
a fad of course, some seasons we 
have them almost red, and that’s ugly. 
But pink nails have been thought 
be: utiful from the time of the ancient 
Egyptians and no doubt the ancient 
Chinese, too, if we only happened to 
know about it. ~Probably this is be- 
cause pink nails, like pink ears, indi- 
cate heajth and a good circulation. 
Well, to achieve a fashionable, and 
slightly more than healthy pinkness, 
you have only to take a tablespoonful 
or so of the cold cream, cleansing or 
flesh making, it doesn’t matter, put 
it in a tiny pot and powder in some 
rouge, adding the red until the cream 
is itself fairly red. Rub this into your 
nails after a manicure, when you 
are ready to polish, or rub it in at 
night, it doesn’t matter, or when you 
are dressing to go out, rub in a little, 
push back the cuticle with an orange 
wood stick, wipe off as much cream 
as you can and polish with a buffer. 
Your nails will be nicely pink in the 
corners. 


FE. E. E.: Your hair appears to be 
lacking in vitality, as there is no lus- 
tre to it. If you give your scaip a 
daily massage to increase its circuls- 
tion you will improve the conditior 
and it may be all that is necessary to 
stoy this tendency to stray gray hairs. 
You can tint such hairs by using 
henna. 

Mrs. P. A. E.: An astringent made 
from white of egg is not drying to 
the skin to any extent, but you should 
always follow up such a treatment 
with an application of cream or a 
good oil and massage as much of it 
into the skin as the pores will ab- 
sorb. Suneh treatment is only for 
times when the skin requires special 
care, and not oftener than once a 
week, ‘The proportions are one-part 
white of egg to six-parts water. Usu- 
ally the smal! amount of white left 
in the shell after drcevping out the 
whole egg will be enough when the 
right quantity of water is added to 
cover the fact and throat entirely. 
Leave it on skin for about 20 min- 
utes before washing off, and before 
you make the oil or cream application.

ceived here from Nome, Alaska, a 
diphtheria epidemic raging there re- 
mained the same today. The actual 
number of dead was not given but one 
vf the dispatches read: “Several white 
people, gro..n-ups anl children, are 
ineluded in the dead.’ The largest 
percentage of those afflicted are Es- 
kimos. 

Four persons had been reported 
dead yesterday. 

Three hundred thousand units of 
antitoxin were sent to Nome by dog 
team from Nanana, north of here, to- 
day. With Leonard Seppala, noted 
northern dog musher, on his way 
from Nome to meet the Nenana team 
to relay the antitoxin to the stricken 
to-vn, the trip should be made in fif- 
teen days, it. was yenerally believed 
here. 

The pilots of three airplanes as- 
sembled here have left Alaska for the 
winter, but twe outside fliers are 
available. James O’Brien, motion pic- 
ture cameraman and a former. mem. 
ber of the Royal Flying corps of 
Canada in the World war, who its 
75 miles distant on his way to Si- 
beria to take pictures, telegraphed he 
would like to return and fly. Roy 
S. Darling, a specia] investigator for 
the department of justice, and a 
fco-mer United States navy airman, 
snid he would go at a minute's no- 
tice.

55 degrees below zero, 
with heavy, low fog, has prevailed 
here daily. Nome wired that flying 
conditions there were perfect.
